The large two-story house, 
associated with the Civil War,

The house, 
antique 
furnishings 
and 
surrounding 
grounds 
are 
being restored and developed 
as an historical site and park 
by the Missouri State Park 
Board. 
The excavated section of 
the driveway is constructed 
with handmade bricks which 
are believed to have been laid 
by slave labor over 100 years 
ago. 
Since uncovering this part, 
Knoles said he believes all of 
the original main driveway is 
underneath the present drive 
which 
extends 
from State 
Route U up to the house. 
Knoles 
said 
he 
had 
thought the original driveway 
might 
be 
underneath 
the 
present 
graveled road, and 
after probing the area earlier, 
excavation was started this 
summer by four high school 
boys who are working at the 
park under the Emergency 
Employment Act.

horse carriage, curves from

The case of the 
unsupervised artist

O tto operated a clip joint. He was a barber. And he operated 
it with the assistance of Luigi, who had been his apprentice for 
enough years for him to have a beard down to the floor. 
Nevertheless when O tto went out for a cup of coffee, for 30 
minutes, and left the clipping to Luigi, he found himself in a 
lather of trouble. 
An inspector happened by and suspended O tto ’s license for 
violating a regulation that prohibited an apprentice from being 
allowed to engage in the practice of barbering in the absence of 
a licensed barber. 
“The purpose of the regulation,” the inspector told Otto, "is 
to make sure that hair that needs cutting badly doesn’t get cut 
badly. And by not being present to supervise Luigi, you clearly 
breached your responsibility.” 
“No I didn’t,” insisted O tto. “ Luigi doesn’t need any 
supervision. While he may only be an apprentice, he’s an artist 
with the scissors. A tonsorial artist. H e’s been cutting up for 
more years than I can rem em ber.” 
Intent upon having the suspension lifted, O tto took the 
m atter to court. 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you lift the suspension 
despite O tto ’s failure to supervise his tonsorial artist? 
This is how the judge ruled: YES! The judge held that the 
purpose of the regulation was obviously intended to protect the 
public 
from 
getting 
clipped 
by 
an 
unsupervised 
and 
inexperienced apprentice. However, opinioned the judge, one of 
the purposes of an apprenticeship is to teach the apprentice the 
trade, which necessarily entails the operation of the barber shop 
on his own w ithout supervision. Consequently, concluded the 
judge, the inspector’s strict interpretation of the regulation was 
arbitrary.
